OLDEST  HOUSE  MECCA 
OF  FAIRBANKS  FAMILY 


300th  Anniversary  Will  Be 
Observed  Wednesday 


DEDHAM  W— A  human  chain  of 
descendants  will  encircle  the  Fair- 
banks homestead,  claimed  to  be  the 
oldest  in  America,  Wednesday  on  the 
300th  anniversary  of  its  construction 
by  Jonathan  Fairbanks. 

From  every  state  in  the  Union, 
Hawaii,  Alaska  and  Mexico,  800  of  the 
1200  members  of  the  Faii-banks  family 
in  America  are  expected  to  gather  at 
the  ancient  structure  for  the  34th  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  clan.  Last  year 
500  attended. 

Never  encumbered  by  mortgage,  the 
low  rambling  structure,  recorded  by 
the  American  Museums,  Inc.,  at 
Washington,  as  the  "oldest  house  in 
the  country,"  was  built  by  Jonathan 
Fairbanks  in  1636.  Three  years  before 
he  had  arrived  in  Boston  from  Eng- 
land with  his  wife,  four  sons  and  two 
daughters. 

The  house  was  built  of  massive 
oak,  imported  from  England. 

Through  eight  generations,  dating 
from  John,  the  first  heir,  the  house 
remained  in  the  family,  but  in  the 
early  1890's  Rebecca  Fairbanks,  then 
sole  owner,  moved  to  Boston  after 
lightning  struck  the  building  and  kill- 
ed her  favorite  cat.  Later  she  sold 
it  for  $7500. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Nelson 
V.  Titus  of  Dedham  the  Fairbanks 
family  regained  possession.  The 
house  was  going  to  ruin  and  she  urged 
members  of  the  family  who  had  set- 
tled elsewhere  to  act.  They  responded 
generously. 

They  formed  the  family  association 
in  1901,  and  two  years  later  bought 
and  repaired  the  ancestral  home. 
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resentative  government  depends  al- 
most as  much  upon  the  party  in  op- 
position as  upon  the  party,  in  power, 
a  strong  opposition  party  is  not  only  a 
welcome  thing  for  the  country,  but 
can  even  be  applauded  by  the  party 
in  power  as  a  present  help.

It  is  doubly  important,   then,  that 
voters  who  have  the  opportunity  next 
November  of  electing  an  able  and  ag- 
gressive Republican     to     the    Senate 
should  seize  the  opportunity  and  re- 
fuse to  listen  to  the  counsel  of  despair 
or   nihilism.     It   is   emphatically   not 
true  that  it  is  useless  to  elect  Repub- 
lican candidates  this  year  because  the 
Senate     is     impregnably   Democratic 
for   with   its   rules   of   procedure   the 
Senate    provides    opportunities    for    a 
minority  party  of  one  man  to  make 
his  views  known.    The  poor  record  of 
Republican, senators— with  a  few  ob- 
vious exceptions— in  the     74th     Con- 
gress makes  it  all  the  more  impor- 
tant that  the  Republican  minority  in 
the  next  Senate  should  be  larger  and 
more  articulate.    The  election  of  Gov- 
ernor Landon  would  breathe  new  life 
into  some  of  the  continuing  Repub- 
lican members  of  the  Senate,  but  that 
new  hfe  would  consist  mainly  of  hope 
What  is  needed  on  the  Republican  side 
ot  the  Senate  is  new  blood  as  well  as 
new  life.-NEW  YORK  SUN
